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1. On 11 March 1949, 535,768 kilograms of carbon black arrived in Trieste 
aboard the S.5. SILVIA LYKES. The consignment was shipped by the Carbon 
Black Export Company of New York, through its agent, Ellerman Wilson to 
S.A.I.MoA. of Trieste, forwarding agents for Semperit, Vienna. The cargo 
left Trieste in two shipments aboard 2 box carss 


a. 19,950 kilograms to Semperit factory in Treiskirchen, in the Soviet 
zone of Austria and about 30 kilometers south of Vienna; 


b. The remainder to Semperit in Turnitz, in thé Soviet zone, approximately 
65 kilometers southwest of Vienna. 


2, On 27 March another shipment of 154,77) kilograms of carbon black originating 
with the Carbon Black Export Company, arrived in Trieste by way of Houston, 
Galveston, New Orleans and Panama City aboard the 5.5. REUBEN TIPTON. The 
cargo was loaded by S.A.I.M.A. directly from ship to railroad cars and 
shipped to Semperit in Treiskirchen. 


3. The Bankers Trust Company of New York and the Kredit Anstalt in Vienna were , 
involved in the commercial handling of the shipments. 
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
